Coleman Engineering Tells

Of Quarterly Earning Mark

Earnings of Coleman Engi-
neering Co., Inc., for the half
vear ended Oct. 31, 1960 were
the highest for any six months
in the company’s history, T. C.
Coleman, president, announced
Friday in a report to share-
holders.

Net income was $116,934,
equal after dividends to 65
cents a share on the 158,407
shares of common stock out-
standing at Oct. 31. This com-
pares with a loss of $9004 (after
payment of $13,965 in prefer-
red dividends) or 6 cents per
common share on the 156,927
shares outstanding a year ear-
lier,

Total income for the six
months was  $2,840,291 com-
pared with $2,279,237 for the
corresponding period last year.

“DURING THE first quarter,
earnings from the military
work at the parent company
were unusually good, “Coleman
noted. “During the second
quarter, a higher percentage of
the consolidated earnings came
from the subsidiaries, particul-
arly - Beattie - Coleman, Inc,,
maker of cameras and. preci-
sion instruments,

“Our policy of diversifying
sources of income, especially
from the manufacture of stan-

dard off-the-shelf commercial
products, which now account
for about 35 per cent of sales,
is proving to be sound, and
should ultimately result in pro-
viding a higher and more stable
profit margin,” he said.

THE PARENT company was

recently successful in obtaining |

a sizeable new contract from
the U. S. Air Force for the
development of an entirely
new high-altitude rocket pro-
pelled test vehicle, Coleman
said. It will be used in testing
the operation of parachutes
and other recovery systems for
missile nose cones, manned and
unmanned space capsules, and
other objects to be recovered
from space altitudes above 70,
000 feet.

“After the development of
the prototype, Phase II of the
contract will call for the pro-
duction of a volume of these
rocket propelled vehicles. We
therefore will be responsible
for a complete high altitude
test vehicle, Coleman stated.
